Since Voliva.gucceeded John Alexander Dowte 
as overseer of Ziom upon the latter's death in 
March, 1907, a rule of coercion and repression 
has marked the conduct of civic and personal af- 
fairs in the town.

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the one that intoxicates the imagination of aviator 
and airplane builder with its epic grandeur and ener- 
mous difficulty—the nonstop flight around the world, 
the 25,000-mile hop from New York west to New York. 
Wheg will it come? Not for many rears, probably: 
not until aviation has altered almost fantastically. 
but the time is at hand when we will have to think of 
it as the next prodigy in the logical succession of 
events. 

Five hundred miles an hour, and around the world 
in 50 hours! That sounds tremendous. Can an air- 
plane do 500 miles an hour? It is a treacherous thing 
to make predictions about airplane speeds. Twelve 
years ago Glenn Curtiss won the Gordon Bennett race at 
49 miles an hour. The winner of the Pulitzer race in 
1921 (the winner was Acosta) averaged 176 miles an 
hour. He stated after the race that he considered 200 
miles an hour aa impossible speed over a triangular 
eourse.

Santos- 
Dumont never made a flight here, as millions had hoped 
he might. But there was another young man, Roy 
Knabenshue, who dared and did—that is, he did his 
best. He made a start from the World’s Fair grounds, 
in a gas-bag car, headed westward. Thousands saw 
the start. Knabenshue had “engine trouble.” sOnly a 
small group saw the finish. They comprised a few 
men, including Post-Dispatch representatives. who had 
hired one of the city’s exceedingly few automobiles 
and who drove out into the county a few miles beyond 
Clayton and towed home the Knabenshue airship, 
which had made a foreed landing eight miles from 
the point of starting.

The following recipe for shrinking 
heads, which you may paste in your 
scrapbook, was printed in the National 
seographic Magazine for October, 1921: 


“As the old recipe goes, ‘first catch 
your hare.’ After the decapitation has 
been completed, the skin is opened up 
from the base of the neck to the crown. 
and then the cut skin is sewed up along 
the neck to restore the head to its 
original form. 

“The head, or cavity, is filled wil 
hot sand or pebbles. after which the 
head is constantly moved, turned over 
this way and that, so that the drving 
goes on uniformly. When the sand is 
cooled other hot sand takes its place 
until the ‘cure’ is completed. 

“The lips are sewed shut with a 
long series of cotton cords. * * * 

“When the head is ‘cured’ there is
